I told Woodruff I plan to see Jim Calloway today and sign him up for his 
compartmented clearances. I asked Woodruff if Calloway and Guy McConnell 
would be working in tandem on our business. He said this was something that we 
would just have to wait and see how it developed. He expects however that 
Calloway will want McConnell to be the substantive expert, limiting himself only 
to those matters of particular interest to Chairman McClellan, Calloway 
reinforced this when I met with him later in the day and briefed him on his 25X1 
compartmented clearances. 
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
